To the Members of the School Commtttce of Sandwich; 


As I have occupied this position but six weeks, there 
cannot be much to report. 

The maxim,— hasten slowly, is nowhere more worthy of 
observance than in school matters. While it is not prudent 
to be afraid of making mistakes, it is well to remember, that 
they are not easily rectified. 


My first work was to see that the schools were properly 
supplied with the neccessary materials for good work. 


The crowded condition of the Jarvesville School, there 
being over fifty pupils in five grades under one teacher, re- 


quired immediate attention. In accordance with your de- 
cision, the West Primary was reopened with grades three 
and four from School St. This enabled us to transfer four- 
teen from Jarvesville to grade five in School Street. This 
change, by leaving but two grades in each of the rooms in 
School Street-and West Primary, with less than forty pu- 
pils in four grades in Jarvesville, has made it possible for 
the teacher to do much better work. If it were not for the 
inclemency of our winters, it would be advisable to transfer 
grade four from the Jarvesville to the West Primary. 

I paid thirty nine visits, averaging over an hour, to the 
various schools in Sandwich. I have been trying to find 
out what the pupils are doing, what the teachers are doing, 
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and what they can do. I have listened to recitations, taken 
part in some, and conducted some, making suggestions 
where possible. 


The course of study that is being followed in the common 
schools, needs much revision and elaboration for the 
high school. There is an absence ‘of record of the past 
work of the high school. An attempt will be made toward 
permanent records of work done, and courses of study, so 
that the graduation diploma will stand for some definate at- 
tainment. 


Three different courses of studies for two, three and four 
years respectively, destroy the value of the high school di-- 
ploma. I am of the opinion that the diplomas should be 
granted for the completion of the four year’s course and for 
no other. If some wish to attend the high school for a part 
of the course, let thcm be entered as special students, and 
when they leave, Ict the Principal give them a certificate 
setting forth what work they have done. 

Another very important question is whether it would not 
be better for the town to extend the Grammar School 
course one year, putting in Book-keeping, Arithmatic, 
English History and Physical Geography, and have but one 
teacher in the High School with a higher standard for admis: 
sion. Then let the High School have such a course that 
it would be a first class school fitting for college. A high 
standard would soon attract pupils from outside. 

Uniformity in text books thoughout, the town, is being 
gradually accomplished. Provision has not been made for 
teaching drawing. I have given this matter attention and 
hope that before long this subject will be taught in all the 
schools, in accordance with the state law, and at but very 
slight expense to the town. 

Owing to the distance of our schools from the centre, the 
poor means of communication and the expense of introduc- 
ing singing, I cannot report hopefully regarding that subject 
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Attention is being directed to the teaching of English 
and we hope to make marked advancement in this subject. 

The fundamental principles of education are receiving the 
chief attention. ’ : 

A meeting of the teachers was held in the School Street 
school house, Saturday, Dec. 16, for the purpose of getting 
acquainted professionally, and mapping out future work. 


There are twelve teachers employed in the town. Of 
these, five did not teach in Sandwich last year, three of the 
others did not teach the same schools and three had not 
taught before. In other words, three-quarters of our 
schools are being taught by new teachers, five-twelths had 
not taught in Sandwich, and one-fourth had never taught. 

The best work cannot be expected where there are so 
many changes. The salary is small and the term is short. 

If the term could be lengthened it would be better for 
pupil and teacher. The leading industry of this section 
prevents the profitable opening of school before the last of 
October, and the heat of summer would make it unprofitable 
to continue the term through July, but the Christmas vaca- 
tion might be shortened to two days or a week and the 
Spring vacation omitted. 

This would make the term three or four weeks longer. | 

This increase in length would be profitable as it would 
obviate the loss occasioned by breaking schools up for va- 
cations and beginning new terms. The children, when 
down to work, would accomplish a great deal in three 
weeks, and it would make the pay of the teachers better by 
lengthening the term.

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Owing to the small attendance in some of these schools, 
steps should be taken towards consolidating them, other- 
wise the school expenses cannot be diminished with a de- 
creasing school population, and efficient instruction cannot 
be given, : 

The chief defects in our schools are occasioned by the 
frequent change of teachers with little supervision. Time 
and attention will tend to eradicate them but they cannot 
be wholly overcome until the Golden Age, when the train- 
ed teacher as in Germany, will remain in her school for a 
series of years. 

It is reccommended that the sum of four thousand five 
hundred dollars be raised by the town tor the support of the 
schools the ensuing year.

KREPORT:.OF, THE SECRETARY. 


In accordance with the requirements of the state law, 
a report of the condition, needs, receipts and expenditures 
of the Sandwich Free Public Library is herewith submitted 
covering the year ending December 31, 1893. 

The library was regularly open on Wednesday and Sat- 
urday of each week from 2 till § o'clock and from 7 till 9 
o'clock p. m. | ! 

About one hundred new books were added by purchase | 
early in the year and about fifty were received as gifts. 

Among these last was “Freeman’s History of. Cape 


Cod,” in two volumes, a work now somewhat rare, and of 


considerable value. Several friends of the library united in 


subscribing the money repuired for its purchase. 


Through Mr. E. L. Curtiss a copy of the Atlas issued 


_ by the State Geographical Survey was presented to the 


library.

It is the uniform experiance of all public libraries that 
the demand for fiction is largely in excess of that for books 
of a more substantial character. It has seemed best to the 
trustees while recognizing the force of this demand, to keep 
the proportion of fiction somewhat below the average as in- 
dicated by the estimate cited. They have at the same 
time sought to exclude rigidly from the library everything of 
an objectionable character.

Forty dollars was appropriated for the pur- 
chase of books.

At the July meeting Mr. E. L. Curtiss, being about to 
move from Sandwich, resigned as trustee, and as secretary 
and treasurer. Mrs Irene D. Lloyd was elected to the 
vacant trusteeship and C. L. Norton for the office of sec- 
retary and treasurer. Forty dollars was appropriated for 
the purchase of books.

The falling off in circulation is fairly chargeable to the 
existing conditions which render it impossible that acces- 
sions to the library can keep pace with the demands of the 
readers. A reader having read all, or nearly all the books 
that are immediately attractive, naturally borrows less fre 
quently and thus reduces the average. Constant inquiries 
for new books show that demand keeps well ahead of the 
supply. An order for nearly one hundred books will prob- 
ably be filled before this report is printed.
